en , ,uy, tnd It was the duty of ChrisUsnt to 
inert-use tho numbers and strengthen the hands 
of those they hsd sent, in order that the truth 
might be revealed. He wat happy to tee tuch 
a meeting as the present, end he hoped (bat the 
miationary causa would prott by it ; when iht 
heart waa with tht cause the purtr-ttringi 
would bo unloosed. Etcry Christian, he iiid. 
ihould look upon himself ss a missionary, and 
the colonies particularly were called upon m 
support the cause. It the societies in ihe 
colonist did theft duty, then their efforts 
would be responded to by Ore London Soviely. 
The reverend gentleman allude-.! 10 s firmer 
occasion some years sgo when be had eisited 
ciydney, when the Iter. John William! wax 
prraeni ; Bnn. cunelirdcd his address by calling

■ uing a course whi< h must be regretted by 
every Christian, ysi the effects of the labours 
oi Ihe rsiasiemary were not unseen, the British 
toldifr when taken prisoner, instesd of being 
esrrled into th. wood, and killed, and baked" 
snd eaten, eras sent back lo hit comrades.— this 
was the effect of incipient Christisniiy. In 
Africa missionaries had been tucceesful, and 
the one* wandering predatory tribe* hid now 
fixed homes, snd cultivated th* ground. 
The Riser 'ranges no longtt saw aged men 
left on ita banks to be dragged in by some 
monster of the deep, because old sge hsd come 
upon them, Tht drtolale widow no longer 
ascended the funeral pile to perish in the 
flames which consumed IB* body other hut- 
bud. Little children were no icmgei left to 
perish In the woods from the etTeeU of climate 
Or by wild beasts, but were brought up to 
lever, their parents AB this hsd been 
ertecied by missionsliec ; and ultimately the 
(Jorpel would triumph over CTery system of 
idolatry that prevailed in ihe world. The 
reverend gentleman concluded by urging the 
duty of supporting the missionary cause,
